The amendment to claim 6 is improper because the ''marked-up" version of the 
amendment merely replaced the word "number" in the phrase "by number" with 
— weight -- without properly indicating the deletion of the Word "number" by 
brackets or an equivalent marking system, and without indicating the addition of the 
word weight --by underlining or an equivalent marking system. Compare the 
"marked-up" version of the amended claim 6 with originally filed claim 6. 

37 CFR 1.121(c) (1) (ii) states that "[t]he changes may be shown by brackets 
(for deleted matter) or underlining (for added matter) , or by any equivalent marking 
system. " 

In response to this communication, applicants are required to rewrite claim 6 
as a new claim with a new claim number in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(c) (1) (i) 
and (ii) . The dependence of the remaining claims should be corrected as necessary. 
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This procedure is necessary to ensure an unambiguous record of the 



claims presented for prosecution.
